ARMED TO THE TEETH 


The world today is an armed camp. The nations have 


not laid down their arms since the fighting ended two 
years ago. Nearly all have compulsory military training 
Most, including some of the poorest, 'are spending a far 
greater part of their budgets than they can afford on 
military establishments—up to SO per cent in famine- 
Tavaged China. Ground armies alone have 19,000,000 men 
in uniform. 


The two great powers, from a military standpoint, 


are the United States and Russia. America rules the 
waves, with 57 per cent of the world's naval tonnage to 
Britain's 23 per cent. Eussia is a distant third, with less 
than seven per cent. 


Eussia has the most powerful ground army, with 


3,800,000 men. according to best available figures. Brit- 
ain, traditionally a sea power, is next, with 1,210,000. Im- 
poverished India follows with 1,000,000. "The United 
States and Yugoslavia have approximately 675,000 each 
in their ground forces. France, traditionally the strongest 
power on land, has an army of 430,000 and a navy with 
only three per cent of the world's total tonnage* 


It may surprise many persons to learn that the world's 


largest ground forces belong not.to Eussia but to China, 
which has 5,750,000 men under arms. But the Chinese 
forces, ill-fed, ill-clothed and ill-armed are not formidable 
to more modern powers. 


With the United States predominant at sea and 


Russia on land, the two nations are more evenly matched 
in the air. The United States has 37,000 planes to Eussia's 
25,000, though in quality, range and striking power this 
country's edge is greater than these figures suggest. 


_. _ There is an appalling quantity of machinery for 


killing in the world today. Military machines are costing 
the nations at least $10,000,000.000 more a year than they 
did in 1938. The world is an armed camp because it fears 
Moscow communism.

criticism. So Harold got Johnson a nomination to a Fed- 
eral judgeshi-p. 


Now he says he did it so that Johnson would be pat 


•'where he would do the least harm." That might mean 
anything but certainly could mean that he would be in 
no position to criticize the Ickes regime. 


If Johnson has not the qualities of a judge now he 


surely didn't have them in 1945. Yet Ickes worked for 
and got him the nomination, only to have Johnson refuse 
it then and want it now. 


Surely Mr. lekes, a sort of self appointed Sir Galahad, 


would not be guilty of recommending a man for high 
public office whom he_ thought was unfit, particularly 
the office of Federal judge where the lives and property 
oi' citizens might be up for judgment. 


DIMS it that Mr. lekes is what we have supicioned for 


some time, a politician who will get his way if it is at 
all possible, regardless of the ethics of the thing? 


Unfortunately we will be more or less critical of 


Mr. Ickes public utterances in the future. From his actions 
in the Jonnson matter, and his statements 
Senate Judiciary Committee we will 
perhaps he doesn 't mean what he says. 


Presidency Is Goal 


That goal is the presidency of the 


United States. Everything that has 
happened in the past seven months 
seems to make it more likely that 
he will achieve the goal. His stock 
in the public-opinion polls has gone 
up rapidly. .The knowing in Wash- 
ington and New York who like to 
think they are ahead of events talk 
as though it were a foregone con- 
clusion .that Dewey will be nomi- 
nated at the Republican convention 
in Philadelphia a year from this 
June. 


It may be argued, of course, that 
this pre-eminent position is in it- 
self a danger so far in advance of 
an event that can never be certain 
until the votes are counted. But 
Dewey's innate caution and the po- 
litical skill acquired through four 
intensive campaigns are likely to 
save him from the kind of indiscre- 
tions and blunders which would in- 
jure his chances. 


To Continue Policy 


There is every indication that 
Dewey will continue his 
present 


policy right up to convention time. 
He will go on being governor of 
New York, resolutely avoiding the 
quarrels over national policy that 
focus in the storm center of Wash- 
ington. The pressure on him to de- 
clare himself on major issues will 
be intense both from, within and 
without his party. But Dewey hi the 
past has shown a remarkable ca- 
pacity to withstand such pressures. 


Next month the governor will go 


on a trip to the west, .with the 
governors' conference at Salt Lake 
City as his farthest objective. The 
reporters who' regularly cover him 
here in Albany will go with him. 
But so will his wife and two sons, 
and all the emphasis will be on the__ 
non-political aspects of the trip.

TEACHING PHONICS IN SCHOO

More- 
over, many of. the youngsters hav- 
ng trouble with reading and spell- 
ng have not learned to recognize 
nearly all the letters of the alpha- 
bet.

gave for Lieutenant Carlin, Naval 
hero of the occasion when the 
American fleet was nearly destroy- 
ed in tha harbor of Apia; Samoa.

—the ' Aita California and the Ex- 
aminer and they kept not only the 
town of San Fraiicsico but the na- 
tion informed about the affair.

AL CHASE, one-time Prince Hal of the New York Highlanders, and 


one of the all-time great fielding first-basemen, is fighting for his 
life in Colusa, Calif., at the age of 64.
